WILLIE PEARL MAGWOOD 


Thursday afternoon, March 
14th seemed a perfect time for 
interviewing Mrs. Willie Pearl 
Magwood, of Rt. 2, Elba. For 
Mrs. Magwood Thursday just 
wouldn't do. She had gone to 
University Hospital in Bir- 
mingham for a very important 
life-saving appointment. 

Mrs. Magwood is a special 
individual as she lives each 
day without either kidney. 

Willie Pearl is the wife 


of Rev. Evenuel Magwood. They. 


have nine children, seven of 
which live at home. Their 
children are Minnie Pear! 22, 
Pearlie Mae 20, MaryJoann 18, 
Evenuel, Jr. 17, Yvonne 14, 
Amanuel 12, Ethel and Emma 
11, twins, and Emanuel 10. 

Mrs. Magwood has totravel 
to Birmingham on Tuesday 
and Friday of each week for 
her dialysis treatment. The 
treatment consists of being 
connected to a dialysis machine 
via a tube which remains con- 
nected to a vein in her arm. 
The dialysis machine filters 
and’ purifies her blood. The 
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RIGINAL joe 


process takes an average of six 
hours. After the purification, 
the tube is then clamped off 
until her next treatment, It is 
very important that the clamp 
remains in place so that the 
patient doesn’t lose blood. 
Some time ago, Mrs. Mag- 
wood’s clamp came off, and 
she nearly bled to death. At 
this time, she had to be given 
two quarts of blood. 

Mrs. Magwood has to be 
given blood quite often to build 
her up. 

When she is on the dialy- 
sis machine she is in a recl- 
ining position either ina lounge 
chair or ona bed. Mrs. Mag- 
wood said that she sometimes 
experiences cramps in her feet 
when her blood is being pur- 
ified. 

Along with going to Birm- 
ingham twice a week for dia- 
lysis, Mrs. Magwood goes once 
a month for a regular check 
up at the clinic. Rather than 
making three trips the week 
she has to go to the clinic, 
they combine one of the dia- 
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lysis days and the trip to the 
clinic. She spends the night 
with Arthur Mount and his mo- 
ther. Arthur Mount, also from 
Elba, has no kidneys. He and 
his mother have moved to Bir- 
mingham. Mrs. Magwood said 
that the Mounts have a dialy- 
sis machine in their home and 
that Mrs. Mount took special 
training to learn to use the 
machine and to give Arthur 
his treatments. 

How are these trips made? 
They are made in the family 
car, at their expense. The 
round trip for gas and oil 
alone, not counting wear and 
tear on the car or meals, is 
$25. Rev. Magwood and their 
son, Evenuel, Jr., drive Mrs. 
Magwood to her treatments. 
Evenuel, Jr. drives her most of 
the time so that Rev. Magwood 
can go to his work and earn 
money to feed the family and 
meet the medical expenses. 

The Magwoods are receiv- 
ing some expense help through 
their hospital insurance} The 
only other help they receive

Each con- 
nection to the dialysis mach- 
ine costs approximately $200, 
depending upon the difficulty 
and time consumed.

Mrs. Magwood’s_ kidneys 
had to be removed in October 
1973. The vperation took place 
at University Hospital in Birm- 
ingham. The cause for the re- 
moval was a longstanding kid- 
ney infection. Dr. StephenKim, 
Mrs. Magwood’s local doctor, 
Said that a sure sign of kidney. 
infection is chronic back pain. 
He said that during the day 
when a person is up and busy, 
they don’t experience any dis- 
comfort, but when they get home 
and sit or lie down and relax, 
that they do notice some dis- 
comfort, His advice is--- 
“don't ignore it. Go to the 
doctor and get a good check 
up if you have any vague dis-

Her weight has to be kept 
low and her blood pressure 
checked to keep it near nor- 
mal. Her blood pressure runs 
too high. She takes blood pre- 
ssure medicine everyday. Her 
fluid intake is limited to 12 
ounces a day. She has to keep 
a record of her fluid intake 
from one treatment to the next. 

Before going for her trea- 
tment, Mrs. Magwood said 
that she sometimes has short-

During the past few weeks I've 
met with several former POW's 
who are stationed in the Wash- 
ington, D.C. area. I was struck 
by their appearance, _ self- 
respect, self-discipline, sense 
of responsibility and unabashed 
patriotism they exuded. These 
men have returned from hell to 
make meaningful contributions 
to society 

Others, who dare to callth- 
emselves Americans, but who 
live in Canada, Sweden and else- 
where after deserting or dodg- 
ing the draft, have been grab- 
bing the headlines the last few 
days demanding unconditional 
amnesty and total forgiveness 
Some of these “men” say they 
would not be willing to even 
consider performing alternate 
public service in return foram- 
nesty. 

As if this situation weren't 
bad enough, we have a former 
Secretary of the Army appear- 
ing before a Congressional 
committee to urge amnesty for 
those who refused to serve their 
country in time of need. His 
Statements make front page 
headlines and cloak the actions 
of those who would not defend 
their country with a measure of 
respectability. 


To grant unconditional am- 
nesty to those who refused to 
serve their country would be a 
disservice and an official in- 
sult to those millions of men 


who served with distinction and 
loyalty in Vietnam and other 
wars. It would be a sharp 
Slap in the face to the former 
POWs who have only been out 
of Hanoi’s prisons for one year. 
To grant unconditional amnesty 
would be to place the Presiden- 
tial seal on the attitudes of 
those who deserted or dodged 
the draft. 

A small group of dissidents 
must not be allowed to dictate 
their will onthe majority ofthis 
nation’s citizens. If uncondi- 
tional amnesty is granted, it 
could have a disasterous eff- 
ect on the future physical safe- 
ty of the United States. -If 
men of military age, in and 
out of service, can personally 
choose the wars in which they 
will consent to fight, the elec- 
ted leaders ofthis nation will no 
longer be allowed to dictate its 
affairs. A nation so governed 
cannot long endure. 

Last year, 84 percent ofthe 
people in Alabama’s Second 
District who responded to my 
annual questionnaire opposed 
the granting of executive cle- 
mency to deserters or draft 
evaders if public service was 
made conditional. AsfarasI'm 
concerned, those men who de- 
serted our nation while others 
served in their place and now 
refuse alternate service, can 
Stay where they are now, whe- 
ther it is Sweden, Canada or 
elsewhere!

During recent weeks, Am- 
erica has been reaping the har- 
vest of political terrorism 
grown from the seeds of per- 
missiveness and tolerance 
toward those who openly and 
flagrantly violated the laws of 
the land. 

On the West Coast, self- 
appointed leaders of a terror 
group, calling itself the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, kid- 
napped an innocent girl and held 
her for political ransom. The 
leader of that band of cutth- 
roats tries to project himself 
as a modern day Robin Hood, but 
in truth he is nothing more than 
a common thief, a prison es- 
capee convicted of assault and 
passing bad checks. 

Earlier this month, a man 
killed two innocent people and 
was killed himself as he at- 
tempted to hijack an airliner 
in Baltimore with the intention 
of ramming it into the White 
House, because he disliked the 
way our government operates. 


Terrorists operate outside 
of the law and beyond recog- 
nized laws of civilization. 
During campus disorders and 
street riots of recent years 
law enforcement efforts were 
hampered and sometimes com- 
pletely frustrated by those who 
claimed that the police were a 
greater threat to individual ri- 
ghts than were those who were 
violating the laws. Since that 
time, however, more and more 
Americans have begun, at long

groups, we face the danger that 
vigilantes will try to take the 
law into their own hands.

An aroused and alarmed 
public opinion must be molded 
and properly directed against 
these terror tactics. I believe 
that the deterrent to crime 
is speedy apprehension and 
prosecution of criminals. The 
FBI and authorized state and 
local law enforcement agencies 
must step up their intelligence 
efforts; strong penalties must 
be set for terrorist activities, 
including a mandatory death 
sentence for kidnapping, or for 
death resulting from terrorist 
acts; swift justice must be 
administered; and renewed ef- 
forts should be exerted for 
extradition of American ter- 
rorists who escape to a for- 
eign country in order to avoid 
arrest, as so many hijackers 
have done. 

Americans should never 
have to live in fear for their 
lives or property from actions 
by those who seek to over- 
throw our form of government 
by use of terrorist tactics. 
The nation that compromises 
with terrorists today can well 
be destroyed by terrorists to- 
morrow. We must not allow 
this to happen to America.

Intensive company re- 
search in forest genetics and 
reforestation methods has 
added at least 50 per cent to 
the timber growth rate com- 
pared with reforestation 
techniques of only five year's 
ago, according to the chief 
executive of Georgia-Pacific 
Corp. 

R. B. Pamplin, chairman 
and president of G-P, said the 
old 80-year growth cycle for 
Pacific Northwest timber,

GASOLINE PRICES 

I learned something about 
gasoline prices this week. The 
number one thing I learned is 
that there is a big difference 
in prices between stations. 
For example, I was driving in 
the county last week, and I 
discovered about a 6-7¢ dif- 
ference in the price per gal- 
lon on premium gasoline. I 
was really shocked at this big 
difference. 

I suspect that in the next 
few weeks we will probably 
see some declines in gaso- 
line prices. Let me hasten 
to add that I am certainly not 
an oil and gasoline expert. 
But it appears to me that if 
our supplies come back up to 
normal we will see some ad- 
justment in gasoline prices. 
These type adjustments hap- 
pen in the beef market, hog 
market and other types of 
markets, and I believe it will 
happen in the gasoline mar- 
ket, too. 


POISONOUS SNAKES 

Earl F. Kennamer, wild- 
life specialist, recently said: 
‘‘When you see a poisonous sn- 
ake, don’t get closer than the 
length of the snake, because 
a coiled snake can strike ab- 
out one-half its length.’’ I 
believe this is one rule that 
Kennamer could just as well 
have left out because not too 
many folks are going toknow- 
ingly get that close to a poi- 
sonous snake. A person who 
has been bitten by a snake sh- 
ould get to a doctor immedia- 
tely. This is the most im- 
portant rule of all. 

Another thing to do to pre- 
vent snake bite is to keep 
weeds and grasses mowedar- 
ound your home, cabin or 
campsite. Piles of trash, 
lumber, bricks, or rocks sh- 
ould be either removed or 
avoided. Of course, it is good 
to wear high shoes or boots 
when walking in the woods. Of 
course, when you are walking 
at night use a good flashlight 
and be very careful where you 
put your feet.

NATIONAL POISON PRE- 
VENTION WEEK 

This week is National Poi- 
son Prevention Week, Orga- 
nizations through the country 
and news media will be focus- 
ing attention on this very 
worthwhile effort. One rea- 
son why attention needs to be 
focused on poison prevention 
is that accidental poisoning 
usually occurs without any 
fore-warning. It comes on 
rather suddenly like an auto- 
mobile accident. 

Most accidental poisonings 
can be prevented and certainly 
those involving small child- 
ren. Lower areas such as 
kitchen cabinets account for 
most accidents among young 
children. ‘Drugs and medi- 
cines affect the 2-5 year old 
age group and cause the most 
trouble. Aspirin causes 17% 
of all poison accidents in- 
volving children. 

One basic rule to follow is 
to put everything that could be 
harmful out of the reach of 
children. This includes cos- 
metics, lotions and other 
things that could be poisonous. 
Be aware ofany unusual stains 
or odors on your child’s skin 
or clothing or any changes 
in behavior such as drowsi- 
ness, irritability or signs of 
fear. 

Every family ought tothrow 
away old, discarded, poorly 
labeled, out of use prescrip- 
tions and other items they no 
longer use or need to use. 
I would also recommend lock- 
ing a medicine storage faci- 
lity where young children are 
involved to make certain they 


_. cannot.get to..these drugs. 


HOG EXPANSION 

Dr. James Danion, our hog 
production specialist at Au- 
burn, had this to say about the 
hog business: ‘‘Folks going 
into the hog business now need 
to plan to stay in it for sev- 
eral years. ‘I'he investments 
in getting in the hog business 
are higher than they have ever 
been, but the opportunities for 
profit are greater than they 
have been in the past. Build- 
ing facilities for a large hog 
unit that used to cost $8,000 
to $10,000 costs twice that 
much now. So farmers can’t 
just jump in and out of the 
business as they did in pre- 
vious years when only a very 
small investment was re- 
quired.

wholly scientific reason why hon- 
ey is a wonderful food to build 
quick energy in run-down bodies, 
to promptly stimulate fatigued 
bodies back to normal, and to 
feed weakened heart muscles.

Grants Cost City 31% 


Sme months ago, the City of 
Elba contracted with Task Con- 
Sultants, Inc. of Huntsville to 
analyze the City’s operations 
and compute the indirect cost 
for administering programs in 
which the Federal Government 
participates (such as the Air- 
port grant.) 

The result of this analysis 
was that Elba's indirect cost - 
what it cost the city to carry 
out a Federal program - is 
31.1%. This will be their 
guide on future grants by the 
Federal Government, 

Provision was made for 
cities such as Elba to receive 
recovery of this administrative 
cost by a publication issued by 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, Circular No. 8-87. 


Therefore, when an avail- 
able Federa), grant is applied 
for, application may also be 
made for recovery of this in- 
direct cost at the same time. 
And in order to know how much 
recovery costtoask for, itmust 
be computed by a firm such as 
Task Consultants. 

Below is an example, with 
an amount of $100,000 as the 
grant applied for, withthe Gov- 
ernment providing 75%, the City 
25%.
